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Continuation of 3: Applicant tias cancelled claims 1-8,19 and 20. Claims 9-18 are pending. Independent claims 10 and 11 have cancelled 
the limitation of "wherein the means for connecting connects the image scanning device and the information processing device to the 
network, wherein the image output device is not physically connected to the image scanning device via the network". Independent claims 
13 & 16 have cancelled the limitation of "wherein the image output device is not physically connected to the image scanning device via the 
network". 

The gist of applicant's hinges on the fact that the the applied art does not disclose "a means for controlling. ..when a copying instruction is 
input during the network printing process, to scan an image and to accumulate scanned image data until a means for storing reaches a 
prescribed accumulation amount..." 

Examiner understand applicants postion but respectfully disagrees. Yamatmo '258 discloses this feature at column 1 1 , lines 20-35. Here, 
the means for controlling of Yamamoto '258 controls access to various devices connected to a system bus and outputs information.
